One official stated that, “they 
are formed by local people to 
| operate in their particular local- 
ity. People may buy shares in 
the union and they may also 
make deposits, against which 
chequer may be issued, just as is 
done in the cases of people hav- 
ing accounts with trust com- 
panies. 


“There 


is no limitation on the 
amount of share capital of the 
union. Affairs of the union are op- 
erated by a management commit- 
| tee, supervising committee and 


| supervisor. The management may 
grant loans to members of the! 
union or invest funds in bonds or 


interest rates may be charged, not 
to exceed one per cent per month.”

pure olive

In all the history of human food I do not 

know of a single article having a more interest- 
story than cheese. 
Probably it was first discovered soon after 
the beginning of the use of milk, as soured milk 
will coagulate and form a natural, though prim- 
itive, form of cheese. From this crude start, the 
art of cheese-makifg has developed. 

Cheese-making in North America seems to 
have started with the wives of the early settlers 
and many of them were very skillful in mak- 
ing cheese for the family table. Possibly cheese 
was then used as a standby when meat was 
scarce. 

Cheese is a good form of protein which may 
be substituted for meat by those having good 
digestions. When cheese is used as the protein 
part of the meal, meat should be omitted, and 
the cheese itself relied upon to provide the main 
nourishing food. 

Many times people come to believe they can- 
not digest cheese, when the chief trouble is that 
they add a rich cheese to an already heavy 
meal, Try using the cheese instead of meat for 
a change, combining it with the same salad and 
cooked vegetables you would use with a steak 
dinner, and see how much more readily your 
digestive organs handle this wholesome protein. 

As cheese is a concentrated food it is ad- 
visable to add to it the vegetables which supply 
bulk or roughage. This rule should be followed 
even when using the cheese as a filler for 
whole-wheat sandwiches, in packing lunches. 
Include some of the raw green vegetables in the 
lunch-box such as celery or lettuce, wrapping 
these in waxed paper. 

American cheese is a variety of hard ripened 
cheese, generally made from whole milk. It is 
the most popular single type of cheese, possibly 
because its mild flavor has a universal appeal. 

Cheddar cheese was first made in Great 
Britain, and soon gained a reputation of having 
special merit. It is now popular in Canada, New 
Zealand and the United States. It was one of 
the first cheeses manufactured according to a 
definite system.
